On Saturday last the Torktown an 
chored off Baler, on the east coast of 
the island of Luzon, and about 200 
uiiles from here, where there was 
Spanish garrison of about 60 men, 
which had hetn defending Itself against 
several hoadrsd Filipinos for months 
past. 

Lieutenant Gilmore, Ensign W. H 
Standley and a boat crew were sent up 
the river from Baler bay to communi- 
cate with the Spaniards, the town of 
Baler being situated some distance 
inland. 

Ensign Standley. who landed at the 
mouth of the river, reports that he 
heard three volleys, a bugle call and 
cheers from up the river, but that the 
;: utomat ic gun, which was part of th 
equipment of the boat, was not heard 
firing. Standley later paddled to the 
Yorktown in a canoe. 

A search was made for the York' 
town"? boat and her crew, but no tiace 
of them was found, and the Yorktown 
sailed for lloilo, from which place her 
commander cabled to Admiral Dewey 
his theories that the Filipinos had cap 
tured or sunk the boat, or that the 
Spaniards had rescued the American 
party. 

A scouting party of American troops 
found a rebel skirmish line more than 
a mile long east of llalolos. A sharp 

fusilade followed, but no losses were 
sustained. 

Brigadier General Charles King, who 
has been taken suddenly HI, and who 
is unable to continue in command of 
his brigade, has been relieved of fur- 
ther duty, and has been ordered to re- 
turn to the United States on the first 
transport sailing from here for home.

Ho enUed tho 8,000 employM of 
the factory (ogetboroB the street in front 
of the factory to bid tbem farewell 
After a few gentle words of asaurance 
that their positions probably woald bo 
aafe, and admoniahinf them to ooBtinno 
doinj? their duty as they hail under the 
old regime, Colonel Wetmore broke into 
a vehement denunciation of tmats and 
inonopollei of all kinds, eapedally the 
giant tobacco trust. 

He reviewed the liistory of Lij;s;ett 
Myers, how they bad, prospered under 
independent management ontil they vir- 
tually became maaters of tbe tobaoco sit- 
uation in this country. "For 12 years," 
declared the speaker, "I have fought 
every effort to dispose of this property to 
any tmst. I have warned my boaincss 
associates of the danger of such a move. 
I have e.Tpatiated on the danger to the 
country from trade combinations. I 
have used every argnment in my power. 
For that long I waa suoceisfal, but I was 
not in control. Do what I would, I was 
at last forced to yield. I was one man 
againat hundreds, small capiul against 
millions and miUlooa. It wm not nee* 
essarr for this company to feell to the 
trust. 

"It never would have been neoeaaary. 
It waa never so proapMona aa In tho laat 

five years. I reasoned thus, but I was 
finally overruled. Had I controlled the 
plant I never would have consented to its 
tranfer to a trust. But the fight la not 
yet ended. We will yet win. I propose 
to devote my time and energies and 
money in aiding the fight against trusts. 
That cause shall hnve every asaiatance in 
my power." 

This evening Colonel Wetmore wired 
William J. Bryan of what he had done, 
and reiterated his promise to do all in his 
power to kill the truata. Wetmore ia a 
very wealthy man, and poweiful in local 
and State polilica. His remarks were 
greeted with prolonged applause from 
the employes and « thousand others at- 
tracted to tbe uniuual acene.
